GENERAL INQUIRY STARTED 


Alleged Irregularities in Buying 
Supplies and Employment 
of Extra Men. 


ONE LOCAL OFFICIAL RESIGNS? 


Hints of grafting by certain of its em- 
ployés have led the United States Express 
company to begin a widespread investigation 
of its offices, beginning with Chicago. For 
th@itast week a number of secret service men 
have been conducting a secret inquiry into 
the local business of the company. 

The extent of their discoveries is not 
known, but it is said they have found cer- 
tain irregularities and a number of possible 
graft channels. J. Mayhew, head of the com- 
pany’s secret service, is in charge. He came 
to Chicago several days ago from New York 
under Instructions from his superiors. 

Since the arrival of Mr. Mayhew one of the 
higher local officials has resigned, but this 
man has said that his resignation was not 
brought about by the investigation. He said 
he resigned to go into another line of busi- 
ness. 


Alleged Irregularities Found. 

It is reported that Chief Mayhew’s inves- 
tigation already has shown irregularities in 
the following: 

Employment of extra help. 

Extra time pay to employes. 

Purchase of supplies and equip- 
ment, ! 

Employment of extra horses and 
wagons. 

Also it is said the inquiry has shown the 
company's affairs have been carelessly man- 
aged, in that men whe handie funds are 
working rity to 
guaramiee the faithful discharge,of thetr 
duties and protect the company against finan- 
cial logs from dishonesty. 

A dogen or more of the company’s employés 
in Chicago have been called into the Wash- 
ington street offices and interrogated by Mr. 
Mayhew, who will report his findings to the 
general offices in New York. It is said the 
entire system of employment of men and 
keeping their time is to be changed as a 
result. 


Men Not Under Bonds. 

One ‘Chicago employé who was questioned 
as to the method of payment of express hdan- 
dlers at the La Salle street station is said 
to have told a remarkable story of how 6ne 
man @mployed several others, kept their 
time for them by punching the time clock, 
collected thelmearnings and paid them. 

Another witness was called who testified-he 
received $40 for one month’s salary. His 
time checks were looked up and are said 
to have amounted to more than $50. The 
money paid out by the company for this 
man corresponded to the amount of the 
time checks. -The extra men at the station 
work receive 25 cents an hour and are pai 
every! day, 

One under official was asked why a subor- 
dinate, who employs and pays men, was not 
bonded. 

‘Why, he can’t! write, so he can’t sign al 
bond.” the man replied, ‘and, besides, he 
hasn’t friends enough to go on his bond.” 

Other workers told of how men who were 
employed twelve hours a day made “extra 
time’? by working in another department 
during their regular working hours. 


Investigate Buying of Supplies. 

The methods used in letting contracts for 
extra wagons during the rush seasons are 
being gone into thoroughly, as well as the 
purchase of supplies, especially horses and 
hay and grain. In addition to looking into 
the present system the methods of former 
yearns, which are said to have been more ad- 
vyantageous to the company, are being inves- 
tigated. The investigators have been told of 
reports that teams for extra hauling were 
hired when the compan @% own teams In the 
city were standing idle. 

Another phase of the investigation is an 
inquiry into the report that certain employés 
have used the company’s property and sup- 
plies for their private use without recom- 
pense to the company. 

“The investigation is showing irregulari- 
ties,, but probably no great logs of money— 
-pather a general leakage through poorly 
systematized methods in some of the Chicago

LONDON, Aug. 19.—Hunted by British 
soldiers in the jungles of central Africa, 
where for years he had pursued the career 
of elephant poacher and illicit ivory trader, 
James Ward Rogers, an American, is dead. 
He was shot down by troops sent in pursuit 
with orders not to return without the outlaw 
dend or alive. 

News of Rogers’ death came formally to- 
day to the British colonial office from Capt, 
C.. V. Fox, inspector of Mongolia province, 
who commanded the expedition. The story 
is one of the most dramatic in colonia! an- 
nals. 

For years Rogers had carried on his law- 
less trade, which is said to have netted him 
a fortune. The remote regions along the 
Lado enclave and Congo boundarks were 
the scenes of his operations, Time after time 
British officials of the Soudan had tried in 
vain to trap him. Capt, Fox's report shows 
that in his long operations Rogers had done 
mote than had been dreamed of by the colo- 
nial office. He had established an organized 
administration over the wild; trackless coun- 
try, and among the natives was virtually a 
king. 

Native Soldiers Track Outlaw. 

Not since the explorer, Henry M., Stanley, 
pierced the jungles in 1871 and found Dr. 
Livingstone has such a tale of hardships, 
trials and dangers come out of Africa. Capt. 
Fox's report, in this respect, resembles most 
nearly, perhaps, the tale of Gen. Funston's 
dogged pursuit of Aguinaldo in the Philip- 
pines, 

For the purpose of tracking the outlaw the 
English commander was given a noncom- 
missioned subordinate and six Soudanese sol- 
diers. His instructions were plhai—not to re- 
turn until the outlaw was captured. The

This result does not necessarily mean im- 
mediate strike.* It merely authorizes the 
central committee to call a strike as oc- 
casion warrants. 
learned the committee will go to Britton I. 
Budd, president of the Chicago Elevated rail- 
ways and the several companies which make 
up the holding concern, tell him what hes 
taken place, and ask him for his answer to 
the demands. 

In other words, the passage of the strike 
vote will put the elevated situation precisely 
where the surface situation is now—the cen- 
tral committee will be empowered to call a 
strike if it is thought best.

MAY DISBAR J. R. HARRINGTON 


Attorney Who Testified Against 
Darrow Under Investigation. 


Inte Alleged Bribery Attempt. 


John T. Richards, president of the Chicago 
Bar association, yesterday said the question 
of whether John R. Harrington ought to be 
disbarred probably would be considered by 
the association. 

Harrington is an attorney who _ testified 
against Attorney Clarence Darrow in the 
trial for bribery at which he was acquitted 
in Los Angeles, Cal. 

If Harrington remains in California the 
Chicago association will be interested in call- 
ing the attention of the California Bar asso- 
ciation to his case. ‘ 

“The grievance committee of our bar as- 
sociation has not yet considered Harrington's 
case, I believe,’’ Mr. Richards said. ‘* But it 
appears his conduct was such as would result 
in his disbarment here in Illinois. I do not 
know positively that he is a member of the 
Chicago bar. That will have to be looked up, 
I knew of him only as an investigator for one 
of the street railway companies in Chicago. 


“Guilty of Unprofessional Conduct.” 

* But I am’ informed he is a lawyer and 
that he testified on the witness stand he had 
attempted to bribe a juror. Jf this is true 
he certainly is a subject for investigation. 
Whether he testified faleely or truly he its 
equally guilty of unprofessional conduct. 

“If the facts are as I believe them to be, I 
think the Chicago Bar association wilt ce- 
operate with the California bar association 
so that a decision on Harrington's part to 
practice on the coast instead of in Chicago 
would not prevem a consideration of his 
case.”

MAY ABANDON SECOND TRIAL. | 

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 19.—A motion to dis- 
miss the indictment of Clarence S. Darrow on 
the charge of having bribed Robert F. Bain, 
a McNamara juror, will be heard by Judge 
George H. Hutton tomorrow. 

Several grounds were advanced by the de- 
fense attorneys today when the Chicago law- 
yer appeared in court for the setting of his 
trial on the Bain charge. These include the 
facts that there was no trial within the sixty 
day limit after indictment, as provided by 
statute, and the defendant had been once 
placed in jeopardy on the same charge. 

Judge Hutton declared he would not pre- 
side at a second trial.

Most of the 
judges in the county share my own mental 
attitude and it probably would be necessary 
to call upon the governor to designate some 
judge to try the case.”

Fake patent medicines will be put out of 
business if the senate passes the Sherley bill 
which was approved by the house of repre- 
sentatives today.

*“‘Tf its package or label shall bear any 
statement, design, or device regarding the 
curative or therapeutic effect of such article 
which is false and fraudulent.” 

When the pure food and drug lew was en- 
acted it was supposed that it contained such 
a provision. But the Supreme court in a 
divided opinion and with Justice Hughes 
heading the dissenters decided that the law 
does not prevent misrepresentation of the 
cures which a drug is said to effect. This

PLAN SENT TO CONGRESS. 


Leaders Predict Nothing Will Be 
Done This Session on Hay- 
Pauncefote Treaty. 


Washington, D. C.. Aug. 19.—President 
Taft closed a day of conferences on the 
Panama canal bill with a special message to 
congresg suggesting the passage of legirla- 
tion which would permit American ships to 
travel the’ canal toll free and which would 
aleo allow foreign nations to test the legality 
of this provision by suits in United States 
courts. 

The president discussed the message with 
senators and members of the house, and its 
wording was fihally decided upon at a meet- 
ing of the cabinet. 

It’ is believed a determined effort will be 
made to meet the president’s wishes when 
the subject is taken up for discussion to- 
morrow, although some leaders, particularly 


j in the house, thought the mesasge meant no 


further action in reeere| to the canal at the 
present session. 


Text of the Message. 

The message reads as follows: 

“That nothing contained in the act ep- 
titled ‘an act to provide for the openings 
maintenance, protection, and operation of the 
Panama canal and the sanitation and govern- 
ment of the Canal Zone” shall be deemed to 
repeal any provision of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, or to affect the judicial construction 
thereof, or in any wise to impair any rights 
or privileges which haye been or may be 
acquired by any foreign nation under the 
treaties of the United’ States relative to 
tolls or other charfes for the passage of 
vessels through the Panama canal, and that 
when any alien, whether natural person, 
partnership company or corporation, consid- 
ers that the charging of tolls or the enforce- 
ment of any other regulation under and pur- 
suant to the provisions:of this act violates 
in any way such treaty rights or privileges, 
such alien shall have the right to bring an 
action against the United States for a re- 
dress of the injury which he considers him- 
self to have suffered, and the District courts 
of the United States are hereby given jurie- 
diction to hear and determine such cases

HE house of lords at Munich was the 

scene the other dav of a particularly 

violent quarrel between the regent’s 

grandson. Prince George of Bavaria, 

and his kinsman, Count Hans Toerring, 
who, as chief of a med/atized house (one for- 
meriy exercising petty sovereign powers), 
was able to marry Duchess Sophie of Bavaria 
on a footing of equality. 

The dispute was in congection with the 
action of the new premier in issuing with 
the ganction of the regent and of his own 
fellow members of the cabinet, a circular to 
all national, provincial, and municipal of- 
elals, directing them to sefrain from any 
further application of the federal law of the 
German empire against the Jesults. 
| This law wae enacted by the reichstag at 
‘Berlin forty years ago, at the instance of 
Bismarck in the early stages of hie “ cultur- 
kampf " against the Roman Catholic church. 

It provides for the expulsion of the Jesuit 


order from the empire and in spite of much 
‘popular opposition in Bavaria, was finally 
proclaimed in that state by the pro-Bismarck 
‘a*ministration then in office. 


The ‘‘cultur-kampf,”’ however, has long 
been ended by the defeat of the fron chan- 
cellor. He himeelf i¢ now in his grave and

Even those who had disapproved of the 
circular at first were displeased, for the 
Bavarians of every class and creed are ex- 
traordinarily jealous of their independence 
and keenly resent everything that can pos- 
sibly be construed as an encroachment there- 
on from Berlin. Jealousy of Prugrsia, in fact, 
is the keynote of the national character. 

The idéa, therefore, that Count Hans Toer- 
ring should appeal to Berlin to prevent the 
application of a measure of the Munich gov- 
ernment, sanctioned by the regent, has had 

uch the same effect upon his fellow coun- 
trymen as a red rag hag to a bull.

The Carrot. | 


BY JANE in enact : 3 

HE carrot is only second to the onion as 

an aid in meat cookery of many sorts. 

To cook carrots with meat is to improve 

the meat. and to make it go farther. Like 

peas and beans with meat, the carrot 

improves and makes savory the cheaper cuts, 

When people think they dislike the ‘carrot 

taste they do not know what makes the liquid 

part of a meat stew so delicious as it is, if 

the carrot used in flavoring is grated into it 
and cooked. 

If not well or rightly cooked the carrot has 
a rank flavor. It will grow in the esteem of 
people as this is mitigated in the’ cooking. 

The carrot may be so cooked as to be as 
or even . sweeter. 
The new carrot is, in fact, almost unbelievably 
sweet, when it is steamed and mashed, Not a 
bit of its easily dissolved sweetness is lost 
when it is steamed, as it is. bound to be the 
case when the carrot is boiled with perhaps a 
previcus parboiling. 

. 


Young carrots, simmered in butter, with pep- 
per and salt, are good, but more people are, 
suited if, after this process, cream or milk with 
yolks of eggs are added, with a pinch of sugar 
and a little chopped parsley, perhaps. 

Even old carrots are nice if they are sliced 
thin after boiling, put in a saucepan with bits 
of butter, dredged with fiour, seasoned, and 
stewed soft without any water over a yery 
are’ fire. 

A white sauce, with peas and small pieces of 
carrot, or carrot spheres, and chopped parsley 
is a nice accompaniment to boiled potatoes. In 
any macedoine of vegetables the carrot gives 
character. It is usually cut‘in julienne shape 
for this, as it is for the soup by that name. 
The carrot, though not commonly considered a 
salad vegetable, may be used in the veto e oh 
and other salads.

The average home cook has about two ways 
of cooking carrots, but so excellent a vegetable 
with such warranted good qualities deserves 
that it have all its possibilities discovered. 

Raw Carrot.—If one Mkes raw vegetables of 
any sort, the turnip, Jerusalem artichoke, etc., 
he will like the carrot. It is given to little 
children in Holland when they want a luncheon. 


Mashed Carrot.—Clean and cut up in pieces of: 


equal size the new carrots. Steam a short half 
hour. Mash and dregs exactly as you would 
mashed potatoes, with a little cream, if you 
have it, some butter, salt, and pepper, if you 
like it. It would be utterly superfluous to add 
sugar to carrot cooked in this way, but a shake 
of onion salt increases its savoriness. Try 
mashed carrots once, for the sake of a new sep- 
sation.

Hungarian Carrots.—Peel and cut carrots into 
pieces one inch and @ half in length. Cut these 
pieces into thin slices, and cut these slices into 
strips a little larger than matches. Boil them 
in salted water until tender; Drain off the 
bahay 3 and add one-half a cup of sugar and 
one-fourth of a cup of vinegar. Cook for fif- 
teen minutes in thig mixture and serve. 

Flemish Carrots.--Scrape and slice enough 
carrots for four persons, Put these in a sauce- 
pan with one teaspoon of salt, and cover with 
boiling water. Cook until tender. Put in a 
stewpan two tablespoons of butter and one 
onion, cut fine, and cook for about five minutes. 
Add the drained carrots, one teaspoon of’ sugar, 
one teaspoon of salt, one-fourth of a teaspoon 
of white pepper, and one cup of good stock. 
Cover and simmer for one-half an hour. When 
ready tq serve, add one tablespoon of finely 
chopped parsley. 


Ginger Drop Cakes. thee fourths of a cup 
of New Orleans molasses, one-half a cup of 
brown sugar, two tablespoons of butter melted, 
one-half a cup of boiling water, two cu of 
one level teaspo of 
soda, one-half a teaspoon of salt, one table- 
spoon of ginger. Bake in muffin tins. 

Ginger Puffs.—One-half a cup of sugar, one- 
half a cup of molasses, one-halfa cup of butter 
and lard mixed, one heaping teaspoon of soda. 
one teaspoon of ginger, one teaspoon of cin- 
namon, one egg, one-half a cup of coffee or 
water, and three small cups of flour. Have 
ready hot ot gem pans and bake in a quick oven.

Catholics Warn. of Socialism lism. 


Louisville, Ky., Aug. 19:—Président Edward 
Feeney of Brooklyn and ‘Secretary Anthouy 
Matre of St.. Louis, in their reports’ to the 
eleventh convention of the American Federation 
of Catholic societies today, laid ptrese on their 
anti-Socialistic utterances. 

“The alarm we have been sounding for years,” 
said Mr. Feeney, “has at last attracted the at- 
tention of Catholics throughout the land. _ Pub- 
lications combating Socialism are anpeating in 
different sections. The federation should lead 
in this great work.” 

He said the federation proposed to overcome 
Socialistic. tendencies by teaching “what the 
rule of justice means and what is the Christian 
social ideal.” 

“Catholics are deeply interested in the pres- 
ervation of the great. American republic that 
gave welcome and shelter to our fathers,” he 
continued. “We oppose all attempts to sub- 
stitute chaos’ for order in this land of ours.” 

Mr. Feeney and Mr. Matre ¢ommended the 


American Federation of Labor, while Mr. Feeney 


listed the Industrial Workers of the World as 
the “Socialist party in America today.” 
Mr. Matre said the federation had become 


established in every state, noted the part played . 


by the organization in President Taft's suspen- 
sion of Valentine’s order prohibiting display of 
religious insignia in government schools, - dis- 
cussed the status of the government’s case 
against Tom Watson, accused of sending obscene

HOSPITAL BIDS AGAIN. 


For Fifth Time Offers Will Be 
Sought; Mysterious Note 
Signed “Kuflewski.”’

Edward M. Cummings, chief examiner of 
the county civil service commission, yester- 
day presented a bill for $875 to the county 
board. That is the fee of an attorney who 
defended Cummings when he was arrested 
and indicted by the Civil Service Returm 
association on a charge of collecting over- 
time when he did not work. He was ac- 
quitted. 

In his letter Cummings refers to the asso- 
clation as a self-constituted body which ob- 
jects to the way the county board operates 
the merit system. He asserts the purpose 
of the association's action was to bring the 
Democratic administration of the county 
board into disrepute. 

The bil) was referred to the finance com- 
mittee without comment. 


Ask Fifth Hospital Bids. 

The county board will advertise for the 
fifth time for bids on the construction of the 
new county hospital They will be opened 
on Sept. 2. The toard formally rejected all 
bids received yesterday, after Commissioner 
Burg had referred to the low bidder as a 

‘*piker, with little money, no organization, 
and no record of having constructed any 
large buildings."’ 

President Bartzen defended the lw bid- 
der, asserting he is financially responsible, 
has had a large experience, and could have 
given a good bond. 

Commissioner Busse remarked: 

“J have been informed by a man of repu- 
tation that the hospital. could be con- 
structed for $260,000 less if the specifications 
were clear and plain. I think the architect 
should revise them so every bidder can un- 
derstand them. It is very pecullar that 
Wells Bros, Fuller company, and the 
Thompson-Starrett people will not submit a 
Price on this work.” | 


No Revision of Specifications. 

“You voted to accept these specifications, 
both you-and Commissioner Sultan,” seid 
President Bartzen to Busee. 

“ I voted for them, but Commissioner Busse 
did not,” replied Dr. Sultan. 

The specifications will not be revised. Nor 
will bide be asked at this time for the 
plumbing. So when the bids are receiyed 
thé board will not know what the building 
complete will cost. The board adjourned 
until Aug. 29. 

The Busse resolution requiring the archi- 
tect to make an affidavit regarding his hon- 
esty in the construction of the new county 
hospital was amended and adopted, so that 
every commissioner will.also be required to 
make a like affidavit. The architect already 
has filed his affidavit. He did so when the 
resolution nassed the building committee last 
week.
